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Phillips Academy 
Begins 167th Year 


On Friday morning, September 
22, Dr. Fuess welcomed the stu. 
dents back to school and addressed 
them for the first time this year. 

Phillips Academy opens its one 
hundred and sixty-seventh year 
under most thrilling circumstances, 
with the long war drawing to a dra- 
matic climax. We should be stolid 
indeed if we were not at times 
breathless with excitement, watch- 
ing the progress of the Allied forces 
on every front and hoping that the 
radio any morning may blare out 
the final collapse of the Nazis. I 
know that many of you have large 
stakes in this contest, for an early 
triumph may bring your near and 
dear relatives home so much the 
quicker. Our job at Andover, as in 
America as a whole, is to maintain 
our morale and to do all in our 
power to back up our fighting men. 

We open this autumn with a 
school full to overflowing and a 
faculty enriched by the acquisition 
of twelve new teachers. The old 
boys will notice at once some 
changes in housemasters; but for. 
tunately the nucleus of instructors 
acquainted with Andover and its 
ways remains almost intact. A shift 
in the administrative set-up has 
made Mr. Tower Dean of the Fac- 
ulty and Mr, Benedict Dean of Stu- 
dents. In a day or two I shall try 
to differentiate between their fields 
of action and responsibility. 

Naturally our policies will con- 
form to whatever governmental di- 
rectives are issued, but no new 
ones are as yet in sight. Our ac- 
celerated program — commonly 
known as Plan A—will continue 
for the group of Seniors who en- 
rolled in it last June; and they will 
be duly graduated—God and their 
teachers willing—in February, 1945. 
The faculty are not contemplating 
at present any drastic modification 
of the curriculum. Under the sanc- 
tion of high authority even more 
emphasis than before will be laid 
this year on the body-building pro- 
gram. The work which we have 
been doing in devising better exer- 
cises has the enthusiastic approval 
of large numbers of our graduates, 
who have written me to testify to 
its value. 

Phillips Academy, under the lead- 
ership of the President of its Board 
of Trustees, Colonel Henry L. Stim- 
son, will exert all its influence in 
favor of universal military training 
in the United States. The proposal 
most likely to go through Congress, 
however, will apply only to boys 
Over eighteen, and thus will not 
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graduates. When the plan is put 
into operation, leaders will be re- 
} quired; and TI trust that this school 
will be as’able to provide them as 
it was to supply well- -qualified can_ 
didates for the V-12 and A-12 pro. 
grams. 


It is the perennial business of 
Headmasters to offer advice when- 
ever it is likely to do good. This I 
shall now proceed to do. The com- 
petition of wartime has been in- 
tense, as some of you have cause to 
know, and many apparently well 
equipped officer candidates have 
been “washed out” because of tem- 
neramental weaknesses. But the or- 
deal of the post-war period may be 
even more severe, There will prob_ 
ably be fewer jobs than there are 
applicants. Veterans will for some 
years have the preference, other 
factors being equal. In some fields, 
such as medicine, dentistry, and en- 
gineering, there may be a shortage, 
but I am sure that the rush into 
these occupations also will be tre. 
mendous. Under such conditions, 
only the best trained and most en- 
terprising aspirants will be success- 
ful. This is a plain cold statement 
of fact. You have some hard days 
ahead of you. 


Nevertheless you gentlemen are 
lucky in being in a school which 
has always emphasized the funda- 
mental virtues of self-reliance, in- 
dependence, and hard work, and 
which—to be perfectly frank—has 
very little interest in the loafer or 
the “play-boy.” If you do well here, 
it can almost be guaranteed that 
you will do well in college and in 
whatever plan for universal mili- 
tary training is finally approved. 

I suggest that those of you who 
are new-comers to the Hill get 
started with the right foot on the 
path of industry and cooperation. 
If you make. a reputation for good 
conduct and faithfulness, it will re. 
main with you for a long time. On 
the other hand, if you are labelled 
early as a “short-cutter” or “work. 
dodger,” it will be difficult to live 
that down. The older Andover boys 
who really understand the school 
and its system realize that plenty 
of hard work at the beginning will 
ensure large scholastic dividends, 
The motto of this school—Finis 
Origine Pendet—The End Depends 
Upon the Beginning—is a fine one 
to follow. 


In conclusion, let me remind you 
that the masters and school officials 
are here primarily to help you, and 
you can count on their sympathetic 
aid. Most of them are “hard-boiled” 
and can recognize early an attempt 
to pull their legs; but they are also 
eager to give you advice when you 
need it. You will find them very 
helpful friends. 


And now my best wishes to you 
during the year that lies ahead!

A BOY DIED LAST NIGHT 

The following from the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal was sent to 
us by a buddy of Arthur W. Rat- 
cliffe, Cox. U. S. N. R., a former 
local boy who is now with the 
Sea Beas in the Southern Pa- 
cific: 

“A boy died last night, It 
doesn’t make much difference 
now about his name. Th~ impor- 
tant thing is that he died, in 
poignant and awful loneliness, 
out somewhere on waste of sand 
out in a starless silence, ten 
thousand miles from home. 

“Missing in action, read an ob- 
scure line in this morning’s com- 
munique. That was all. Now he 
lies there, crumpled beside the 
twisted wreckage that yesterday 
was. his ship, riding high in the 
sunlit heavens. The fine head 
and shining face and the broad 
shoulders remain only in a pic- 
turé that looks out upon a quiet 
living-room on a shaded street 
an eternity away. 

“Last night, in those agonizing 
hours of unspeakable isloation 
he went through a _ thousand 
deaths without the one thing 
that might have helped a little— 
the sound of a familiar voice, the 
pat of a friendly hand. Many 
people died last night in their 
beds at home surrounded by 
those who cared.
